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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 



A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 4/17/08 
has been entered. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 7- 
18 and 21-25 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 
7-18, 24 and 25 have been cancelled. 

Claims 19 and 20 are allowable. The restriction requirement set forth in the 
Office action mailed on 10/03/06, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of 
claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The restriction 
requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the limitations 
of an allowable claim. Claims 21-23 are no longer withdrawn from consideration 
because the claims require all the limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 21-23 are 
allowed in this communication.
